I  can  well  imagine  that  many  of  you  are 
wondering  what  we  have  done  about  the 
proposition  we  announced  in  the  last  issue 
of  the  News,  that  of  converting  the  old  Black 
and  White  house  into  an  Alumni  Centre. 
And  well  you  might,  since  there  is  not  a 
single  bit  of  evidence  that  anything  has  been 
dons.  Actually  however,  your  President  and 
i  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and  made 
many  studies  on  the  matter  so  that  at  long- 
last  we  are  satisfied  that  it  can  go  through 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all.  Basically  the  plans 
iare  as  we  outlined  them  in  the  last  issue  of 
'the  NEWS.  But  we  have  made  some  chang- 
jes  after  consultations  with  architects  and 
builders.  I  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
start  the  work  of  renovation  soon  and  that 
you  will  be  pleased  with  our  efforts.  The 
costs  are  much  higher  than  we  had  expected, 
but  the  over-all,  long  range  picture,  which 
effects  the  College  as  well  as  the  Associa- 
tion, warrants  such  expenditures. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  your  Board,  Mr. 
Atkinson  presented  the  picture  as  we  have 
it,  and  the  Board  approved.  The  College  is 
prepared  to  go  ahead  and  assume  the  ex- 
penses of  renovation,  assured  by  the  Board 
that  the  Association  will  reimburse  us  in 
time.    This  is  the  procedure  followed  in  the 


case  of  the  Philomatheia  Club  House,  and 
that  worked  out  to  the  complete  satisfaction 
of  all.  I  feel  certain  that  such  an  arrange- 
ment can  be  followed  now,  and  with  equally 
satisfying  results. 

Another  important  step  approved  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  was  the 
appointment  of  David  J.  Lucey  as  pro-tem 
Director  of  the  Alumni  Fund.  I  am  happy 
to  have  Mr.  Lucey  assume  the  position,  with 
the  understanding  that  it  is  for  a  limited 
time.  His  work  here  at  the  College  is  grow- 
ing, and  it  is  only  natural  that  the  two  posi- 
tions cannot  go  on  indefinitely.  However, 
it  is  a  start,  and  I  am  sure  that  he  will  be 
of  great  assistance  to  Mr.  Hayes  and  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  as  well  as  to  the 
local  club  officers  in  organizing  and  carry- 
ing through  a  real  effort.  I  do  feel,  how- 
ever, that  thought  must  be  given  soon  to 
creating  an  independent  office  of  Fund  Di- 
rector. It  is  evident  that  our  Association 
is  large  enough  to  warrant  starting  such  an 
office,  and  I  am  confident  that  it  would  bring 
to  us  all  the  results  that  are  reported  from 
other  colleges.  I  hope  that  once  we  are  es- 
tablished in  our  new  quarters  here  on  the 
campus  we  can  turn  to  this  problem,  which, 
to  my  thinking,  is  our  next  forward  step.

Football 

Holy  Cross  was  blasted  from  Braves 
Field,  76-0.  It  was  a  sad  day  for  the  Cross 
from  the  opening  kick-off  until  Myers  chari- 
tably turned  proceedings  over  to  his  third 
and  fourth  teams  in  the  third  period.  High 
score  against  Holy  Cross  had  been  34-6  dur- 
ing World  War  I,  when  Charley  Fitzgerald, 
'18  captained  B.  C,  but  Ed  Petela  scored 
34  himself  with  four  touchdowns  and  ten 
conversions.  Outstanding  for  the  Eagles 
were  Petela,  Songin,  and  Cannava,  who 
turned  in  the  very  best  game  of  his  entire 
career,  to  win  for  himself  the  almost  unani- 
mous selection  for  the  O'Melia  Trophy.  All 
three  men  were  magnificent,  Petela  with  his 
line-breaking,  spine-tingling  plunges:  Can- 
nava, with  his  spectacular  broken-field  run- 
ning and  his  clever  deception;  and  Songin, 
with  his  sharp  and  accurate  passing. 

Hockey 

The  National  Championship  hockey 
six  is  moving  merrily  along,  and  at  present 
writing  has  run  its  record  up  to  18  straight 
victories,  one  of  the  longest  winning  streaks 
in  the  annals  of  Eagle  hockey.  Whether  the 
team  will  continue  to  play  such  phenomenal 
hockey  remains  to  be  seen,  for  the  club  is 
perhaps  not  quite  so  sharp  as  was  the  club 
of  1949.  It  lacks  Fitzgerald,  Gallaerher, 
and  Byrnes,  and  is  still  playing  without  Son- 
arm,  whose  injury  in  Florida  has  handi- 
capped the  team  no  end,  although  the  play 
of  the  defense  still  has  been  of  exception- 
ally high  grade  with  the  excellent  perform- 
ance of  Delorev,  McCusker,  Shellenbach, 
and  Costa.  Yet  Delorey  is  more  than  a 
defenseman — he  is  an  all  around  player 
and  his  being  tied  up  on  defense  alone 
slows  down  the  pace  of  the  offense.  Then 
too,  the  mid-term  loss  of  Mclntyre  must 
necessarily  weaken  the  club,  for  clever 
Johnny  has  helped  make  the  first  line  one 
of  the  best  in  Eagle  history.  Giles  Thread- 
gold  is  stepping  up  to  the  first  line,  thus 
weakening  the  third  line  which  he  dominat- 
ed. Yet  with  the  return  of  Songin  and  the 
added  experience  gained  by  a  great  little 
goalie.  Pete  DeMaggio,  the  Eagles  may  yet 
take  all  comers. 

The  season  opened  auspiciously  at 
Providence  where  1000  rabid  B.C.  rooters 
cheered  the  club  to  the  echo  in  a  jammed 
arena  as  it  outplayed  an  excellent  Brown 
team,     7-1.     Threadgold     and     Harrington 
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scored  twice  for  the  Maroon,  while  Songin, 
Ceglaski,  and  Lewis  scored  one  counter 
each.  Then  came  an  epic  game  with  B.U., 
in  which  a  fighting  Terrier  team  was  stop- 
ped by  one  goal  in  an  Arena  bursting  at 
the  seams.  The  game  was  in  the  tradition 
of  B.  C.-B.  U.  ice  tilts,  with  first  one  team 
and  then  the  other  in  the  lead.  Finally, 
Ceglaski  took  a  pass  from  Harrington  and 
Mulhern  to  beat  the  clever  Bevins  for  the 
winning  goal.  Garrity  was  outstanding  for 
B.  U.  although  every  man  on  both  teams 
played  spectacular  hockey,  the  goalies  duel- 
ing for  survival.  B.  U.  led,  3-2,  at  the  13- 
minute  mark  of  the  third  period;  then  the 
Hare  line  took  over,  first  Mulhern  tying 
the  score,  and  finally  Ceglaski  pounding  in 
the  winning  goal.  Harvard  was  the  next 
victim,  proving  not  so  good  as  B.  U.  yet  pro- 
viding rugged  opposition,  especially  in  the 
late  stages  of  the  game,  in  a  fast,  clean  con- 
test before  a  good  crowd.  Then  came  an 
all-important  game  with  McGill  before  a 
packed  house,  when  the  Giants  in  Red  were 
burned  by  a  B.  C.  ball  of  fire.  McGill  was 
far  better  than  the  8-2  score  that  was  posted, 
but  Warren  Lewis,  who  scored  four  goals, 
was  a  skating  dervish,  and  the  whole  team 
played  the  best  hockey  that  it  had  shown 
all  year  long.  We  old-timers  at  the  game 
harked  back  to  1923  when  the  great  Leo 
Hughes  drove  in  three  goals  to  defeat  this 
?ame  McGill,  3-1,  to  make  B.  C.  the  first 
American  college  team  ever  to  defeat  a 
Canadian  college  six. 

Northeastern  was  then  overpowered, 
9-4,  in  a  game  marred  by  a  severe  injury 
to  Heavey  of  the  Intowners  when  he  skated 
directly  in  front  of  a  B.  C.  forward  who  was 
racing  down  the  ice  with  the  puck.  The 
injury,  entirely  unavoidable,  might  not  have 
occurred  had  the  player  been  wearing  a 
helmet,  a  piece  of  equipment  that  should  be 
mandatory.  Then  the  Eagles  defeated  a 
third  Ivy  team,  Princeton,  9-3  at  Hobey 
Baker  Rink,  a  game  in  which  the  first  line 
was  excellent,  Lewis  again  drove  four  count- 
ers into  the  net,  and  Mclntyre  ended  his 
college  career  in  a  blaze  of  glory,  scoring 
twice  and  assisting  twice  more,  as  the 
Maroon  ran  their  string  up  to  18  straight 
victories,  and  to  40  wins  in  the  last  41 
games. 


Basketball 

Coach  McLellan  commented  one  day 
recently  that  the  quality  of  the  opposition 
often  determines  the  high  or  low  rating  of 
a  club.  This  was  never  more  true  than  in 
the  case  of  the  basketball  five,  a  team  that 
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is  far  better  than  its  record  of  6  wins  and 
4  losses.  True,  the  team  has  twice  suffered 
losses  by  large  scores,  but  these  defeats 
were  imposed  by  the  best  clubs  in  the  nation 
— right  now  Holy  Cross  stands  No.  1.  A 
defeat  even  by  the  score  of  93-46  loses  some 
of  its  sting  when  we  reflect  that  it  was  run 
up  by  Cousy  and  Co.  only  a  week  after  the 
Crusaders  had  topped  the  hundred  mark. 
Currently  the  Eagles  have  a  613  rating. 

The  season  opened  with  an  unexpected 
victory  over  Rhode  Island,  always  a  power 
in  the  court  sport.  Tim  O'Connell  and  Capt. 
Tom  O'Brien  scored  30  points  between  them 
to  set  the  pace  for  the  14  Boston  men  who 
saw  action.  St.  Anselm  was  no  match  for 
the  Eagles,  who  romped  72-57,  as  O'Connell 
again  scored  18  points,  followed  by  Fitz- 
gerald and  Deegan,  who  hit  double  figures. 
The  game  between  Harvard  and  B.  C.  lost 
semblance  of  a  basketball  contest  when  49 
fouls  were  dealt  out  to  the  fives,  and  the 
Crimson  success  in  turning  Eagle  fouls  into 
points  was  the  margin  of  the  Crimson  tri- 
umph. Harvard  height  had  much  to  do 
with  its  victory,  for  Boston  forwards  were 
running  in  circles  trying  to  make  up  for 
shorter  legs.  Rockwell,  with  15  points,  was 
high  man  of  the  night,  but  again  the  shoot- 
ing of  O'Connell  blazed  the  trail  for  B.  C. 

Loyola  of  Los  Angeles  was  defeated  in 
a  major  victory  before  St.  Michaels  sur- 
prised their  city  cousins,  when  the  Vermont  - 
ers  outscored  the  Newtonites,  56-46,  at  Bur- 
lington, despite  40  points  scored  by  the  New 
York  trio  of  O'Brien,  O'Connell,  and  Dee- 
gan. Yale  fell  before  the  Eagles  at  New 
Haven,  45-33,  in  a  rugged  game  in  which 
B.  C.  used  but  one  substitute.  O'Brien  and 
O'Connell  each  popped  in  11  points  to  set 
the  pace. 

The  Eagles  failed  dismally  at  Worcester 
when  Bob  Cousy's  34  points  were  almost 
enough  to  defeat  the  Boston  five  all  by 
themselves.  "We  want  100!"  was  the  Wor- 
cester chant  as  the  Crusaders  piled  it  on, 
but  even  the  first  team,  when  sent  back  in 
the  last  five  minutes  of  the  game,  was  un- 
able to  satisfy  them.  Cousy's  34  points  set 
a  new  record  for  Holy  Cross  basketball,  as 
the  Eagles  were  outclassed  from  the  start- 
ing whistle.  DePaul  defeated  the  Maroon 
by  another  high  score,  as  the  fast-breaking 
Westerners  led  almost  from  the  opening 
whistle.  The  first  game  of  the  year  at  the 
Heights  brought  a  67-50  victory  over  the 
Friars  from  Providence  College.  Deegan 
hit  the  basket  for  15  points,  and  O'Brien 
and  Stagoff  followed  closely  with  11  each. 
Thus  at  the  half-way  mark,  against  compe- 
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tition  very  stern,  the  Eagles  have  a  record 
of  six  wins  and  four  defeats.
